REINFORCING THE ASI[ATIC STATION. 


THESE are busy times for the naval forces on the 
Pacific, and likewise for the officials of the Navy De- 
partment, who are driven to their wits’ ends to meet 
the conneaeny increasing demand for naval vessels 
at various points in the Eastern Hemisphere. With 
the Baltimore and San Franciseo in Chilian waters, 
the Marion, Alert, Thetis and Mohican doing police 
duty in Bering Sea, and only one vessel, the Charles- 
ton, available at San Francisco, the urgent demand 
made by Rear Admiral Belknap for an augmenta- 
tion of his apology for a fleet in China, where 
American interests are in great jeopardy, has caused 
the Navy Department no little embarrassment, 
which is pot diminished by the subsequent demand 
for a vessel at San Salvador, where new complica- 
tions have arisen through the seizure by that coun- 
try of the Pacific mail steamer Panama. 

ben word first came of the threatened revolu- 
tion in China Acting Secretary Soley despatched 
orders via an Alaskan steamer from San Francisco 
to the commanding officer of the Marion at Oun- 
alaska directing that vessel to proceed at once to 
Hong Kong. Orders were also sent to the Alert to 
follow as soop asshe can possibly be shaped from 
police daty. These orders should reach Ounalska 
within ten days, and if the Marion sails at once, as 
directed, sbe should reach the Chinese Coast. early 
in S* ptember. Orders have also been despatched to 
the Charleston at San Francisco to leave for the same 
port on Aug. 15th. Capt. Remey bas discretionary 
orders to stop at Honolulu for coal, but it is ex- 
pected that he will reach Hong Kong about the 
same time as the Marion. It is hoped that the con- 
dition of uffairs in Behring Sea will admit of the de- 
parture of the Alert at the same time as the Marion. 
With three vessels added Admuiral Belknap will 
have sixinall. The Monocacy, however, is unsea- 
worthy, and will be of nv use in the present emerg- 
ency. Rear-Admiral Belknap will transfer his flag 
from her to the Charleston upon her arrival. She is 
the first of the new navy represented in Chilian 
waters, and isa great improvement over the pres- 
ent flagship. 

In view of tbe assignment of this vessel to the 
Asiatic Station, it is thought very probable that the 
Lancaster, which started from New York for this 
service, will, upon ber arrival at Rio, be assigned as 
flagship of the South Atlantic Station, with Rear 
Admiral Harmony in command of the station. No 
orders to that effect have Bes been issued, but it is 
known that the officials of the department are dis- 
cussing the advisability of making the change in 
Rear Admiral Harmony’sorders. Commo. McCann 
having been detacbeu, the command is now vacant.

referred to, sufficiently to designate the particular occasion, 
Had he been asked the question and bad not distinctly ad- 
mitted making such statement, proof could then have been 
given that he did. It does not appear that the witness was 
afterward offered an opportunity to explain any discrep- 
ancy between his former statement and his testimony.”

RECENT DEATH®. 


SIXTY-FIVE years ago, when the father of the pro- 
prietors of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL was 8 vil- 
jage pastor at Poultney, Vt., he bad in his congre- 
gation two lads, one named Horace Greeley, the 
other George Jones. The boys were friends together 
and friends they continued until the death of Mr, 
Greeley in 1872. It was the influence of this early 
association that led to the establishment of two 
great New York daily papers—the New York Tri~ 
bune and the New York Times. The death this week 
of Mr. Jones at the close of his eightieth year, re~ 
calls vividly to our recollection the history of these 
great newspaper enterprises, and of the men most in. 
timately associated with them, all of whom we have 
known personally and intimately—Greeley and 
McElrath of the Tribune, Raymond, Jones and 
Wesley, the triumvirate whoin the beginning pre. 
sided over the destinies of the Times. Mr. Jones 
was the son of a Welshman, and he had the strength 
of character and tenacity of purpose belonging to 
his race. He was not a literary man or an editor by 
profession, but long experience had made him thor- 
oughly familiar with the conduct of a newspaper, 
and the Times, since the death of Mr. Raymond, 
twenty-two years ago, has enjoyed the advantages of 
his ripeness of judgment and of his determination of 
purpose in whatever path his conceptions of duty 
pointed out to him as the right one. The 
City of New York owes much to Mr. Jones, notably 
in connection with the overthrow of the Tweed 
ring. To his children he leaves the inheritance of a 
good name. There are in all four of them, three 
married daughters, Mrs. Ireland, Mrs. Lowell and 
Mrs. Dyer, and one son, Mr. Gilbert Jones, who will 
now, with bis brother-in-law, Mr. Henry Lyman 
Dyer, come in control of the great newspaper which 
will always stand asa monument to the memory of 
George Jones,as the Tribune does to that of hier 
early associate and friend, Horace Greeley. 


Dr. R. W. GrrrorpD, who served in the U. 8S. Navy 
during the war as an acting assistant surgeon, died 
at Fredonia, N. Y., Aug. 12. 


Masyor JoHN Houiixs McBLatR, an old and re- 
spected citizen of Washington, D. C., died there 
Aug. 2. He was the father of Lt. John Hollins Mc- 
Blair, U. 8S. Army, retired. 


Isaac VAN WART, a grandson of Isaac Van Wart, 
one of the captors of Major Andre at Tarrytown, 
died at his farm in the town of Greenburg, N. Y., 
Ane, 6, aged 71. He was highly respected in his com- 
munity. : 


Juper H. B. MaGerupeR, one of the editorial 
writers for the San Antonio Hapress, who died re- 
cently, was a brother of Gen. J. B. Magruder, and 
possessed many of his distinguished traits. He was 
for years a prominent member of the New Orleans 
bar, and was an able jurist. 








MAJORS TO COMMAND SINGLE BATTERIES, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue rapid growth of military literature in our 
country, and the increase of the number of military 
writers, seem to bave developed a tendency to 
rush into print without a careful study of the sub- 
ject under discussion. ‘‘ Mars Internationalis " may 
be a careful student of foreign army organ- 
ization, but I fear he has given little or no attention 
to artillery organization, or be would have refrained 
f writing his article, published in your 
e@ftion of July 4. I bave not read the article in the 
United Service Magazine to which he refers, aod 
will, therefore, contine my remarks entirely to the 
question of “majorsin command of single batte- 
ries. 

Primarily our artillery is a sea-coast service, its 
use as a force of light artillery being secondary. Its 
organization should, however, be such as to best 
meet the requirements of both services. 

The first point to be uoted is that there is no 
reason tor limiting the number of men in a sea- 
coast battery to 150 or 250 men. The tactical condi- 


tions which apply toa company of infantry do not 
in any sense affect the artillery organization. 

The conditions which limit the strength of a com- 
pany of infantry are those which pertain to the 
front covered by the firing line; the distance a man 
can see, make his voice bh , and exercise com- 
mand in an ordinary field of action. 

The tacnical unit of seacoast artillery is the gun 
detachment. The command of the battery com- 
mander is four, six or eight guns, according to cir- 
cumstances, and is altogether independent of the 
pumber of men employed. There is no reason why 
a battery of seacoast artillery should not consist of 
500 men if n ; and such a number, I pre- 
sume, even “Mars” would recognize as a major’s 
command. 

Assume a battery of six 10-in. high-powered mod- 
ern guns. Each detachment would consist of three 
reliefs, and each relief of 1 obief of piece, 1 gunner, 
14 cannoneers avd 4 men preparing ammunition; 
Total, 20 men. Each gun detachment 60 men, and 
for the entire battery 360 men. per cent. of 
each battery will be absent on guard, sick and other 
duty, the strenath of the battery should be 450 men 
to serve six 10" guns. 

The officers required would be as follows: 


Tbe battery commander, whose function is to 
fight the battery, and the ballistic requirements of 
modern guns will require his undivided attention. 

An executive officer, whose function is to main- 
tain discipline, look after the men of the two reliefs 
not at work and to have general supervision of the 
personnel. 

Three subalterns, each commanding two guns. 
One subaltern, in charge of ammunition. 

Here we have clearly the three grades required— 
Major commanding, captain executive officer, four 
lieutenants, subalterns. The command of 450 men 
and the responanany of six high-powered guns dur- 
= — fully equal to that of a battalion of in- 

antry. 

The duty of an executive officer having under bis 
immediate control 240 men constituting the two re- 
liefs not at work, is fully equal to that of a captain 
ofintantry. The “anomaly " is not that of a major 
commanding a single battery, but isthe com nD 
between the functions of a file closer of infantry 
and an artillery lieutenant in command cf two of 
the monster modern engines of war. 

Of these 450 men, the following number only must 
be skilled artillerymen: For each gun—3 chiefs of 
piece, 3 gunners and 3 corporals in charge of ammu- 
nition—one of each for each relief. Total, 9, or, for 
the entire battery, 54 well instructed mev. The bai- 
ance are mere heavers and haulers and may be en- 
listed at the outbreak of war. 

The proper organization of a battery of seacoast 
artillery should, therefore, be as follows: 1 major, 
commanding; 1 captain, executive; 2 lieutenants, 
subalterns to be inc to fouror more during 
war; 60 enlisted men, to be increased to 450 during 
war. Such an organization is economical during 

, and would be efficient during war. [f such a 
etene is to be mounted for light battery service it 
is merely necessary to enlist a sufficient number of 
drivers to complete its complement. 

lam of the opinion that anyone familiar with the 
Service will admit that the responsibility of a light 
battery command is much ter than that of a 
pee! of infantry, and, if not equal to the re- 
sponsibility of future battalion commanders, is at 
least equal to that of our present majors. 

This subject has been well thought out by the 
highest authorities in the profession, and such men 
as Gens. Hunt, Barry and Ayres have long ago 
given it their unqualified approval.

There are 
some more bangers on, and are chaplains for the 
pay and nothing more. And very much to my 
mortification, and to the injury of the whole corps 
and the general service there seems to be some tip- 
plers among us. 

Q. What do you think should be the fate of the 
mere hangers on and the tipplers?

Q. mation o rmy people of the 
chaplain and his work ? y 

A. With but few exceptions officers and soldiers, 
their wives and children, esteem a good faithful 
chaplain, and are glad to have such a man amon 
them, andi will look up to him for advice, counse 
and comfort in times of trouble, sorrow and need. 
Arm poeple have a high regard for Christianity, 
the Christian work and the Christian man. 

Q. Should the number of chaplatns be increased ? 

A. By all means. I believe in the English Army 
pm ow every station bas a chaplain, but every re- 
gimen 

Q. Do you think there should bein the Army a 
regularly organized Chaplains’ Corps ? 

A. ldothink so. Thereisa ular corps of the 
Inspectors, of the Surgeons, of the Paymasters, of 
the Quarterma:rters, of the Commissioners, and why 
should an exception be made of the Chaplains? The 
English Army, for several centuries, has had its 
Chaplain Corps, and it bas a)ways been considered a 
very important part of that army. 

Q. What do you think of amore showy untform for 
the chaplains ? 

A. Personally I am indifferent about it. I prefer to 
look like just what I am—a priest or minister of 
Christ. I never fail to have the respect of all my 
comrades without the brass and gold adornments. 
But all who want such a uniform [ say let them 
have it. I would wear it only when ordered. 

Q. What do you think of the chaplains meeting in 
conference occasionally ? 

A. About 12 years ago Chaplain England, who 
bas since gone to his rest, and myself, happened to 
meet in Omaha, Neb., both at that me serving in it 
the Department of the Platte. Among other things 
respecting the chaplains’ work the question as to 
the importance of having a conference of the chap- 
lains was discussed. [In an unofficial way we 
a the matter to that great and man, 

eneral George Crook, who was then in command 
of that department. The general rather discour- 
aged the project, saying to usin a kind and pleas- 
ant way that be did not consider it military, and 
gave us, as we then felt, good reasens for thus view- 
ing it. The impression then made on my mind by 
the simple but wise words of General Crook has 
never entirely been effaced. However, I am not 
opposed tosuch meetings if properly called and con- 
ducted, and approrriate subjects are d , and 
think they might redound to the general good of 
the chaplain’s work.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the matter of regulations governing clothing 
issues, we have passed by steps, from time to time, 
from those of twenty years ago, when settlements 
were made bi-monthly (a system that men 
from the pay table for four months after enlist- 
ment), to the present method by which settlement 
is not made for six months after enlistment, and for 
that period some six-sevenths of the year’s allow- 
ance is granted. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hall, 6th U. S. Infantry, 
invited “attention to the insufficient allowance 
of clothing issued to the men. One biouse for 
each year does not permit the soldier to be at 
all times presentable. It is recommended that 
another blouse be allowed for each of the first two 
years of service. One blanket the first year and 
another the third year will not give the men proper 
covering, even in this climate, and it is recom- 
mended that two blankets be issued in the first sx 
months. Inthe cavairy service the allowance of 
Berlin gloves should be the same as for infantry- 
men * * . One pair of leather gauntilets should 
be issued each is to cavalrymen instead of but 
three pairs in five years. A stable frock should be 
issued to each mounted man in the first, and 
fourth years of service, instead of only in the first 
and third years, as now prescribed.” (Extract from 
ey of Insp.-Gen., 1890.)

Although existing arrangement as to clothing 
allowance and first settlement is a great improve- 
ment over anything preceding, it falls a little short 
of whatit should and that little is still a cause 
of dissatisfaction leading to desertion, New men 
now get but $9 in hand monthly, and clothing regu- 
lations should be such as not to interfere with the 
even flow of that small stream so long as the soldier 
is not himeelf to blame.

AN English vessel has brought to Toulon a com- 
pany of 138 Japanese officers and 168 blue-jackete, 
under the commaud of Capt. Isobe, to take charge 
of an armorclad which has been built for the Japan 
ese Government at La Seyne. The Tablettes des 
Deux Charentesand other French papers remark, 
with some bitterness, that it would bave served the 
constructors better to have exacted that the crew 
should be sent over in a French packet. 

H. M. 8. Hood, the largest ebip afloat, was chris- 
tened and floated out of dock July 30. The Hood 
bas been less tban two years in hand. Her length is 
380 ft.; baeadtb. 75 ft.; draught of water forward, 
26 ft., and aft 28tt.; displacement, 14,150 tons; indi- 
vated horse power, 13,000; speed (in kuots), 1714. Her 
armament is to consist of four 1344 in. breech load- 
ing guns in turrets, ten 6 iv. quick firing guns, ten 
6 pdr. quick firing guns, and nine 3 pdr. quick firing 
guns, besides 24 torpedoes, and boat, field and ma- 
chine guns. She will carry 634 officers and men. 

Last week it was discovered at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard that frauds were being committed on 
the Government in the docks and yards bureau by 
means of duplicate pay checks. The discovery was 
made by Paymr. George H.Griffir. Captain Erber, 
commandant of the yard, at once convened a board 
of investigation, com posed of Comdr. Shepard, Lieut. 
Comdr. L‘llie and Paymr. Pearson. Chief Clerk 
Wm. Desmond and Jonas M. Farmington have been 
suspended. The findings of the board were sent to 
the Secretary. From him they went through Capt. 
Erben to the U. 8. District Attorney in Brooklyn. 

THE naval cadets on board the Constellation 
visited the Torpedo Station, Newport, Aug. 10, and 
after being shown about the place were taken to 
the southeast point of the island, where a number 
of practical experiments were made by Lieut. Mar- 
shall and Prof. Munroe, of the corps of instructors, 
with gun cotton. The exercises closed with an ex- 
periment with a piece of spar about three feet in 
diameter from the old Hartford. This was cut in 
two and blown fully 300 feet iu the air by the ex- 
plosion of two ordinary torpedoes, showing the pro- 
cess of removing obstacles at sea. 

THE two triple expansion, 9000 horse power er- 
gines for the armo cruiser Maine are practically 
finished. They have already been assembled, and 
taken down, and are being assembled for the second 
time. It is the desire of the Secretary of the Navy 
to see the machinery running before it is actually 
put abcard sbip, and the builders, the N. F. Palmer 
and Co., of New York, propose to make a gala day 
out of the occasion. A large platform with raised 
seats will be built about the engine», and from a 
commanding position guests will bave an opportun- 
ity to witness the leviathan machinery at work. 


Work at the Brooklyn Navy yard bas been boom- 
ing these past five days, quite reminding one of war 
times. On Friday morning the Benuington came 
out of dock at 11 o’clock, and at 2 o'clock, sume day, 
the Yurktown went in, was cleaned, scraped, paint 
ed and out of dock, steaming for North River by 6 
p.m. Saturday. On Friday, same morning, the Ve- 
suvius was docked, cleaned, scraped and painted, 
coming out on Saturday, to make place for the Bos- 
ton, which ship, cleaned, scraped and painted, 
was out on dock Monday at 12 o’clock. The Atlanta 
going in at 1 o'clock was cieaned, scraped and 
painted, aud out of dock Tuesday. Pretty good 
work. ling and provisioning was donein addi- 
tion. What private establishment could beat this ? 
So much for the new system.

ferior ?”

The 
flar, when hoisted in the presence of her Majesty's 
ships, is to be saluted, and the honors and marks of 
respect due to an admiral of the fleet are to be paid.” 
It bas been publicly stated, in connection with thi« 
memorandum, that ‘no foreigner, unless natural 
ized. bas ever hoisted bis flag on board one of her 
Majesty ’s ships,”’ 

A Herald despatch of Aug. 13 says: “The leading 
citizens of California are indignant that the Charles- 
ton bas been ordered to China. They claim that her 
constant duty for the last year demonstrates the 
necessity for an efficient war vessel in the North 
Pac'fic. With ten cruisers in the Atlantic, any of 
which could reach China sooner than the Charles- 
ton, it appears unnecessary to leave the coast with- 
out any naval reserve. The movement is exciting 
great interest on this coast. An organization is 
being perfected and an ¢ffurt will be made to obtain 
&@ vessel for drill purposes.” 

A CABLE from Plymouth, Eng., Aug. 13, announce 
His Royal Highness, the Duke of Edinburgh, visit- 
ed the U. 8. training ships Jamestown and Portst 
mouth in full official state, and returned the visits os 
their commanders. The gangways of the American 
ships were manned, all hands were piped to ‘‘receive 
visitors,’ and asthe Admiral stepped aboard the 
ships he was greeted with the salute due his rank in 
the British navy. He expressed to the commanders 
of the training ships bis gratification at the fine 
showing made by the naval apprentices. 


= New York Herald elaborates a story at the 

pense of ‘‘an ensign just out of the Academy,” who 

undertaking to give bis first order on board of the 

dladelphia. * Bes'n’s Mate, Pipe Sweepers,” got 
badly mixed and first sang out * Bo-o-o0-sun's mate, 
swipe neepers,”’ and then correcting bimself call 
out * Peep swipers.”’ The point of the story is in the 
amiable disposition we all show to laugh at the dis 
comfort and misfortunes of others. The Herald 
says: *‘ The boatswain’s mate nearly fell into a fit at 
this, and the screams<f laughter from the onlock- 
ers well nigh started the cruiser from her moorings. 
The youngster lost his bead completely at the second 
disaster, and it took seven men to keep bim from 
jumping into the East River. The whistle was fin- 
ally sounded and the sweeping trick was done, but 
the youtb bad bis meals brought to him in his terth 
all that day, and spent bis month's pay the follow- 
ing twenty-four bours in buying the silence of bis 
comrades.’’ This story is substantially a repetition 
of one first told of an ensign on the Asiatic Station 
some eighteen months ago. It would seem to bea 
little out of date, even for a duily newspaper. 


Joun RvcsseLct Youre, late Minister to Chine, ina 
recent letter from China to the New York Herald 
on tbe sut ject of Chinese troubles, says: “I do not, 
in my bumility, question the wisdom which turns 
American commercial genius from the teeming 
markets of Arabie, China and Japan to the rocks 
and rampas of the South. If I had anv questiou as 
to that proceeding it could be removed by the thrill- 
ing intelligence you reprint from Waschingtor, 
proudly reprint and repeat in vour editorial page— 
rame'y, that ‘already the gunboar Palos is defend- 
ing American honor at Woo Sung.’ Sir, you have 
only to know the Palos to understand the pregr ant 
meaning of this great news, A wretched, worn out, 
little gunboat, long since useless, that would be con- 
demned on any well managed canal, without the 
strength to fight or the speed torun away, kept bug- 
ging Chinese river wbarves because we dare not trust 
Chinese seas—this is the Palos. It is an admirable 
illustration and epitome of American naval power 
in China. That being the ease, the Palos being our 
government view of duty in the East, | will not 
trespass upon your kindness by wasting time in the 
discussion of American interests and policy in 
China.”

THE SEALING FLEET. 


U. 8, S. Mouicay, 
OUNSALASKA, ALASKA, July 11, 1891. 


COMMANDER C. 8S. CoTrTroyx, commanding U. S. 
naval forces in Bering Sea, reports the arrival 
there of the Monocacy, under bis command, at 5 
Pp M.. July 8, from Departure Bay, Vancouver Is- 
land, B.C., from which port she sailed at 5 A. M., 
June 27. in the Strait of Juan de Fuca he found it 
blowing a gale from the westward. As coal was 
being consumed at the rate of 18 tons per day, with 
a speed over the ground of six knots or less per 
hour, he went into Port Augeles, Washington, and 
aod anchored there at 3.50 Pp. m., to wiit for the wind 
and sea to moderate, leaving there at 4 30 a. m., June 
28. A southeasterly gale was encountered on the 
night of July 1, which coutinued until the morning 
of July 3,during which the ship was brought to 
under storm sails. The barometer fell from 30.31 to 
2972. A second southeasterly gale was encountered 
on the night of July 7, during which the ship 4 to 
eight hours. The barometer fell from 3) 36 to 29 42. 
On July 4,at noon, the ensign was hoisted anda 
salute of 21 guns fired. He says: 


“ Upon my arrival bere I found H. M. 8. Nymphe, Comdr,. 
Cc. T. Turner, R. N., commanding, from Victoria, B. C., she 
baving arrived on the afternoon of the 7th instant. Comdr. 
Turner is the senior Britisb naval officer in the Bering Sea. 
H. M. 8. Pheasant and Porpoise are expected to arrive short- 
ly, the former from Victoria, and the latter from the Chica 
station. The usu | visits of courtesy have been exchanged 
between the Nymphe and this vessel. Tae former will leave 
for the sea! Islands to-morrow. I found also the chartered 
steamer Al ki and the revenue cutter Rush in the inner bar- 
bor, the former having arrived from Sin Francisco on the 
2d instant, with Lieut.-Comdr. W. W. Mead, U.S. N., in 
charge of the marine zuard, Capt.H.C.Cochrane, U.S. M.C., 
commanding. I received here a letter from C »mdr. Geo, C, 
Reiter, U. & N,, commanding the U. 8.8. Thetis, in which 
he reported the arrival of the vessel at Sand Point on June 
29,and here on the 34 instunt, and bis departure for the 
Pribyloff Island on the 5th instant, whence he returned last 
night to meet me. The Alert arrived bere from Victoria 
on the 9th instant, witb Lieut. Richard Wain wrigbt, U.S. N., 
in commend, Cowdr. Hitchcock baving been left at St. 
Josepb’s Hospital, Victoria, too ill to proceed in bis ship. 

To the present time 28 vessels have been rded and 
warned by the Thetis, and four p A. a Rush. On the 6t> in- 
stant the latter seized,in the ring Sea, North of and 
near Akutan Island, the sealing schoover £. B. Marvin, 
British, ot Victoria. B. C., with two seal skins vn board, This 
vessel bad been boarded and warned by the Thetis on July 
1, io Popoff Strait, and at that time the master declared that 
he bad no skins on rd, The Marvin was towed to this 
port by the Rush, and turned over to Lieut.-Comdr. Mead, 
who took charge of her. 

The latter turned ber over on the 8th instant to the c>m- 
mander of H. M. 8. Nymphe, which arrived bece on the 
evening of the 7th. The Rush left bere _—_— afternoon 
for the seal islands and St. Matthew, to gone about two 
weeks, and the Corwin has been expected bere since yester- 


av. 

The commanding otficers of the Nymphe, Thetis, Alert, 
Rush, and this vessel bave corferred freely as to the best 
course to be pursued to carry iuto effect the President's 
Proclamation, the British Order in Counc), and the orders 
that have been issued oF the Navy and the Treasury De- 
partments, and the British Admiralty Office, aod also, as to 
the most « ffective disposition of the available force present. 

Commander Turner has expressed himself as iw 
strongly in favor of hearty co-operation between the U. 8. 
and the British forces assembled io this sea anu be has been 
wet by « similar dispos‘tion upon the part of the command- 
ers of U.8. vessels. This ship finished coaling this after- 
noon, and the Thetis and the Alert will coe) on Monday), the 
latter from the bark from which we coaled io the outer har- 
bor, and the former from a bark now discharging at a wharf 
in the inner barbor, The coaling facilities available here at 
the present moment are such as not to permit, before Mon- 
day, more than one of cur ships to coal at the same time. 

I shall leave provisional orders for the commander of the 
Marion, avd Lieut..Comdr. Mead bas been instructed to re- 
main bere with the Al-ki until my returp,and to reeeive and- 
take charge of any se vessels, their crewa, arms, etc., 
that may be sent here by U.S. versels Cortes my absence or 
any American vessels that may be seized and sent in to re- 
port to him by any of the Bitish naval commanders. The 
British Commissioners are expected bere about the 25th or 
the 26th instant. There is now an ample supply of coal here. 
The Alaska Commercial Co. bas two vessels coal-laden, one 
discharging in the inner barbor and one in the outer harbor 
witb 2,000 tons on board. We coaled from the latter. 

I am informed that tho sealing fleet this eeason numbered 
about 70 vessels, of which about onc-balf bave alr ady been 
boarded and warned, It is expected that the U. 8, 8. St. 
Paul, now at the seal islands, and belonving to the Alaska 
Commercial Co., will leave here about the middie of this 
month tor San Francisco. When she goes she will carry our 
mail. 

Comdr. Cotton encloses reports from Comdr, Geo. 
©. Reiter, of the U. 8. 8. Thetis, and Lieut. Comdr. 
W. W. Mead, in charge of 8. 8S. Al-ki. They give an 
account more in deta] of the work of warning the 
seal poacbers. The rend‘zvous of the sailing fleet 
bas been changed to Alitah, Kadioh Islands, and 
Comdr. Reiter made that place his objective. 








Another trial of the Army 12-inch gun occurred 
at Sandy Hook this week, four rounds beiug fired 
for the purpose of determining the merits of a new 
powder made openly for it. Tte results, as given 
below, while not meeting the r‘ quirements, as far 
as the gun is concerned, showed a superivrity 
for the new powder over the German brand 
previously fired in the gun. The last named, with 
the full cherne of 440 Ibs., came within 600 Iba. of the 
pressure limit, but fell short 183 f*. per second of the 
velocity requirement. The ordnance officials are 
very well pleased with the good results of this first 
attempt to furnish an American powder for a 
gun of 12 inch calibre, and are quite hopeful that 
the next sample, which is now being made, will 
bave all the qualities desired. The brand tried was 
not quite progressive enough in buroing.

THE VALUE OF NAVAL MANCEUVRES. 


Tue Assistant Secretary of the Navy, Mr. J. R. 
Soley, gives, in the current number of the North 
American Review, a very full account of the Eng- 
lish naval marceuvres for the years 1887, '88 and 
89, drawing from them certain conclusions highly 
favorable to the Eoglish system. He then asks the 
pertinent question: ‘In what way can our Navy 
get a similar training?” The answer is not far: 
Our Navy can get, if nota ‘similar training,” at 
least one suited to our American system, whenever 
our Navy Department will take the same interest in 
that species of training that is manifested by the 
English Board of Admiralty. 

Mr. Soley goes on to say: ‘* Until a recent period 
it was in vain to atk the question.” That is quite 
true; but it seems to us that Mr. Soley overstates 
the case when be says this was because ‘‘ the Navy 
had no ships in which marcuvres of any kind 
could be attempted.” We have had the ships and a 
willing personnel: it was the disposition to utilize 
them that has been lacking. This isa fact well 
known in military and naval circles, 

The fleet drills inaugurated by the North A‘- 
lantic Squairon under Rear Admiral Cooper, were 
continued by his successors: each year seeing an in- 
crease in the extent and variety of the exercises. In 
1887 the Army took part with the Navy in a series 
of operations for the purpose of working out, by 
actual practice, some carefully prepared war prob. 
lems. A thoroughly competent military critic said 
of them: ** The passag- of the fort by the ships ter- 


minates the first phase of this novel and interesting 
game of Kriegspiel.” And again: ‘‘ The passage of 
the forts was both interesting and instructive and 
the general conduct of the day successful.” If an 
account of thes? marceuvres is not to be obtained 
from the archives of the Naval Intelligence Office, 
full particulars can be found in the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL of Noy. 19, 1887. They were so gratifying 
in their general results that it was proposed to re- 
peat them on a larger scale the following year. The 
War and the Navy Departments readily acquiesced, 
but when the time came the Navy Department re. 
dueed the force of the squadron and rendered fleet 
drills impossible. Two ships of the force trans- 
ported a small detachment of troops from New 
York to Fisher’s I-land with a view of having 2 few 
joint operations on a small scale, when it was seri- 
ously proposed in the Navy Department to make 
the Army pay for the coal expended in transporta- 
tion. Thus was summarily determined by the Navy 
Department all effurts looking to naval mar ceuyres 
by the North Atlantic Squadrop, and to-day we 
find that force virtually suppressed. 

The present policy of the Navy Department con- 
cerning naval mancuvres is indicated by this ex- 
tract from Secretary Soley’s article: ‘‘The old 
theory of squadron-cruising, in accordance with 
which a large force was maintained upon each of 
several foreign stations, where it lay for a great 
part of the time in port, and daring the remainder 
cruised aimlessly about, is a thing of the past. 
Some force undoubtedly must continue to be main- 
tained at certain poiuts at all times, but the true place 
for a naval force in time of peace is in the waters 
that wash the shores of its own country. It is 
here that it should gain the practice that will ena- 
ble it successfully to defend these shores when they 
are attacked. 1t is here that opportunities may be 
given to co-operate with and train the naval mili- 
tia of the States, which is certain to become, in the 
near future, a highly important element in nayal 
defence. It may be added, as an incidental ad- 
vantage, that it is among its own people that the 
appropriations for the} maintenance of the service 
can best be expended. For these purposes the true 
organization is a squadron of evolution, engaged, 
under conditions copied closely from those of real 
war, in the actual solution of the problems to 
which war would give rise—problems in fleet ope- 
rations, in blockading and in evading a blockade, 
in torpedo attack and defence, in the attack and 
protection of harbors, in chasing and escaping 
from a chase, in coaling, ruses, learning the plans 
and movements of an enemy, landing parties, 
commerce-destroying—-the innumerable details of 
modern naval campaigns towards which all the 
ordinary peace cruising in the world will furnish no 
experience.” 

But the training in naval marzeuvres should not be 
limited to a portion of our Navy. With the hearty 
co-operation of our naval authorities a system 
might before this have been adopted which would 
give our Navy as a whole an opportunity for in- 
struction in the practice of their profession. 
Whatever progress we have made in naval matters 
heretofore has resulted from an entire ignoring of 
Eoglish ;r_cedents, and while we do not propose to 
turn our backs upon an example simply because it 
is English, we do say, in the light of our naval his- 
tory for a century, that the stamp of the broad- 
arrow suggests questioning rather than confidence. 
We succeeded in the War of 1812 by cutting loose 
from British precedent. We forced them after 1840 
to follow our example in substituting the screw for 
the paddle, which they did most grumblingly and 
reluctantly, and only after a long debate and delay. 
We compelled them again to reconstruct their 
navy as the result of the changes following the 
naval battle of March 9, 1862, in Hampton R ads. 
The history of our own naval progress is very in- 
structive, and it receives much less study than it 
should. The splendor of the English naval oper- 
ations should not so dazzle the eyes of our naval 
authorities as to preventing them from seeing what 
has been done and what may still te done by ourown 
Navy. Why should not the North Atlantic Squadron 
be called into existence once more, as a potential 
entity, and be reinvested with its former character 
as a school of application for instruction in ficet 
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suitable to conditions as they exist in this country, 
if not “similar” to the English. 








CONTRACT FOR HIGH POWER GUNS. 


THE daily papers have given the public a wrong 
impression concerning the contract for the con- 
struction of the one hundred high power cannon 
for eoast defences recently advertised for, and have 
misled them as to the duty of the Ordnance Board 
and War Department in the premises. The idea 
seems to exist in some quarters that if the Ord- 
nance Board snould adjudge the prices submitted by 
private firms too high the Department could build 
the guns at the Watervliet Arsenal. This is en- 
tirely wrong. The provision of law under which 
these guns are to be built was enacted for the sole 
purpose of encouraging the private manufacturer 
to undertake the work of finishing and assembling 
guns—not in competition with the Government 
foundry, but ratber as an auxiliary to that estab- 
lishment. The chief daty of the Ordnance and 
Fortification Board in the premises was to decide 
whether the prices were fair and reasonable both 
to the United States and to the manufacturer. Had 
they reached a negative decision toe only alterna- 
tive would have been to readvertise for new bids or 
to wait for further legislation on the subject. There 
is no authority for building these particular guns at 
Watervliet, and there is no occasion for so doing 
inasmuch asthe board considers the lowest bid 
submitted by the Bethlehem Iron Works as rea- 
sonable and fair, and their recommendation for its 
acceptance has been approved by the Acting Secre- 
tary of War. 

Five separate and distinct bids, based on various 
periods of delivery, were submitted by the B:thle- 
hem Company. The lowest, with the longest limit 
of time for delivery, aggregating $358 373.35 for 
the one hundred uns, was accepted. With proper 
allowance for wear and tear of machinery and in- 
terest on the money invested in plant these figures 
are quite as low as the work can be done for by the 
Government. The following is a copy of the rec- 
ommendations of the Ordnance Board, which have 


receiyed the approval of Acting Secretary Grant : 


1. That the interest of the United S:ates does not require 
that guns should be turned at a rate materially greater than 
carriages and emplacements can be provided, suitable ap- 

ropriations therefor being made, to make them available 


or use. 

2. That the interests of the United Statesdo not require 
that guns should be procured by contract tothe dispiace- 
ment of the plantand skilled labor already provided for 
the Army gun factory at Watervliet. 

3. That considering the necessary appropriations for 
maintenance of operation of the gun factory, for additional 
forgings to keep it in operation, for carriages and emplace- 
ments, for mortarsand carriages therefor, and other beces- 
sary objects ot defence and armament,it is not for the in- 
terest of the United States to basten the contract guns toa 
degree likely to cripple appropriations for these other nec- 
essary objects. 

4. That it is for the interest of the United States to accept 
that bid of the B-thlehem Works, which conformally with 
the foregoing propositions, will secure the establishment of 
aprivate gun plant within a reasonable period with the 
least cost for plant to the United States. 

That echedule E,in the opinion of the board, is the 
schedule which most nearly conforms to these conditions. 

The board therefore, in conformity with the duty imposed 
upon it by the fortifications acts approved Aug. 18, 1890, and 
Feb. 24, 1891, ac judges the prices named in the proposals of 
the Betbiehem lron Co. of July 11, 1891, under schedule E, to 
be fair tothe manufacturer and for the interestsof the 
United States. 

‘The board recommends that a contract be entered into 
withthe Bethlehem I:on Co. for the manufacture of 100 
breech loading single charge, built up, forged steel, nfivd 
guvs, under schedule Eof its proposal of July 11, 1891; 
twenty five 8-in. breech loading rifies, each for $17,246.55, in- 
cluding 10 rounds of ammunition, complete; the first gun 
manufactured to be the type gun, which shall be subjected 
to such testsas the Board of Ordnance and Fortification 
shall hereafter prescribe; that the ammunition req tired for 
these tests over and above the 10 rounds supplieu with the 
gun shail be furnished by the company at the price of $71.09 
per round, 

Fifty 10-in. breech loadiog rfies,each for $35,747.58, in- 
cluding 10 rounds of ammunition complete; the first gun 
maputactured to be the type gun, which shall be sul jected 
to such tests as the Board of O:dpacce and Fortification shal! 
bereatter prescribe; that the ammunition required for these 
tests overand above the 10 rounds supplied with the gun 
shali be furnished by the company at the price of $131.06 
per pound. 

Twenty-five 12-in. breech loading rifles, each for $54 473.22, 
including 10 roundsof ammunition complete; the first gun 
manufactured to be the type gun. which shall be subjected 
to euch testsas the Board of Ordnance and Fortification 
shall bereafter preacribe; that the ammunition required for 
these tests over and above the 10 rounds supplied with the 

up sball befurnished by the company at the price of 

17.96 per round. 

The Bethlehem Iron Co., before the contract is made, 
should submit for the approval of the Board of Ordnance 
and Fortification detailed drawings of each calibre of guano 
contemplated under its proposal of July 11, 1891. The pbys- 
ical qualities of the metal, the tests to be made of it, ana all 
details of assembling th parte,and all poiots relatiog to 
the construction of the guns rc quired to carry out the pro- 
posais of the company should be approved by the chief of 
ordnance before being submitted tothe board. The board 
is of further opipion that the chief of ordnance should be 

authorized to make agreement with the contract, or so as 
to admit of such changes being made from time to time in 
the guns tobe furnished as may be necessary to keep 
abrcast of any improvements tbat may bereatter be attain- 
ed ip gun consti uction. 








It bas been a long time in coming, but has come 
at last, viz., the regulation requiring po:t adjutants i 


to muster and attend to the accounts of the post 
non-commissioned staff. The post surgeons, wein- 
fer, are thankful for this better late than never 
change. 


WE have already called attention to the impera- 
tive need of strengthening our squadron in Chinese 
waters, and. we are glad to note evidence that the 
Navy Department are taking action with reference to 
this necessity. We have been aware for some time 
that arebellion in China was imminent, and its first 
symptom is an attack upon foreiga residents for 
the purpose of embarrassing the Government with 
foreign complications. We do not question that 
the Chinese authorities are doing all they can to 
protect foreigners, but there is imminent danger 
that the element hostile to them may get beyond 
control. The secret societies, which are all-power- 
ful in China, are systematically at work fomenting 
disturbances, and an outbreak is impending which 
will command universal attention. It may not 
come, but it is wise to be prepared forit. The 
stagnation in the Chinese empire cannot continue 
indefinitely, and a breaking up there will create a 
situation which we should be as ready as others to 
take advantage of. The theory that all our best 
vessels should be kept at home does very well, pro- 
vided we are not some day put in a humiliating 
position for want of them where they are more 
needed. The cruising of the white squadron has 
s-rved a useful purpose, but there is an imperative 
need now of an addition to the strength of our 
working Navy. 

A great mistake was made by the allied 
powers in not compelling the Chinese, when they 
had the opportunity, to adopt the diplomatic usages 
of civilized Governments. If the opportunity again 
offers, the Emperor of China should be compelled 
t» receive foreign Ministers personally as his rep- 
resentatives are received by other Governments. 
As it is now, they are permitted to come just near 
enough to give the impression to the Chinese that 
they are in the position of tributary nationy. 











’ Tue long talked of exchange of station between 
the 9th and 1ith Infantry, it is now understood, 
has been definitely determined on, and will take 
place about October Ist. Orders to that. effect have 
not yet been issued, but General Schofield has 
recommended it and Secretary Proctor and Quarter 
master General Batchelder are known to have ap- 
proved. The orders issued some time ago for the 
two companies of the 15:h Infantry to transfer 
from the Department of Texas to the Department 
of the East as soon as quarters would be provided 
by General Howard have been modified so as to di- 
rect Co. A to proceed to Ft. Leavenworth. The 
other company will comply with the original 
orders, and will probably be given station at Fi. 
Porter about October ist. By the addition of Com- 
pany A, 5:h Inf., to Ft. Leavenworth the garrison 
will comprise a full regiment of infantry and four 
troops of cavalry, affording an opportunity for 
brigade drills, which have so long been desired as 
an important feature of instruction at the cav- 
alry and infantry school. A new set of regulations, 
compiled from recommendations by the recent 
board of visitors to the school and Col. Townsend, 
and embodying a number of new and important 
features incident to the new drill regulations, have 
been approved by Gen. Schofield, and are now 
awaiting the action of the Secretary of War. 








A STATEMENT published in some of the daily 
papers to the effect that there were sixty vacancies 
in cadetsbijs to the Military Academy going 
begging has brought a flood of appiications upon 
the Secretary of War, who, it is supposed, had 
authority to fill these vacancies. It is true that 
sixty-two vacancies existed on June 80th by reason 
of the failure of candidates to pass the mental or pby- 
sical examination, and in some instances to report 
for examination. Tae Congressmen having jaris- 
diction over the appointments were promptly noti- 
fied, and tbey are making new nominations 
daily to fill the vacancies. Including the sixty-two 
vacancies left over from last year, and the sixty- 
two to occur next June by the graduation of 





the present first class, there are one hundred and 
twenty-five appointments due this present year, of 


' which number sixty-throe have already been desig- 


nated. Some of those who have been apppinte! to 
fill last year’s vacancies will prodably ve examined 
for admission next, but the majority of the sixty- 
three selected will not be examinad until next Jane, 
Other vacancies will doubtless occur daring tha 
present year, bat six'y-one is the presen? nam er. 








THe experience of the board which reven'ly ex- 
amined the civilian candidates for com nissions in 
the Army suggested a namber of important 
changes in the rules governing the exam‘aatioas, 
which have been adopted, as will ba seen by G. O. 
72 issued this week. Popular astronomy is strickan 
from the list of subjects and plane trigonometry 
added. The most importent change is that which 
empowers the board to determine the relative 
weight of each question on its own responsibility 
instead of by a fixed and arbitrary rule. G-reater 
importance is given to arith netic and algebra than 
under the previous regulations. The new rales 
provide that no candidate shall be passed by the 
board who shall not have attained an average of 65. 
per cent. in each subject of examination, and a 
general average of at least 70 per cent. 








Tue Secretary of War has given the order for the 
consolidation under one head of the priating offizes 
attached to the several bureaus of the War Depart- 
ment. The reorganized offize will ba iu tha nature of 
a branch of the Government printing office, and will 
be established in the quarters on F street, near the 
Cepartment now occupied by the A ijatant G>sneral’s 
office. The printing for all the bureaus will be 
done in this one offize, the Government printer 
providing the necessary printers and exercising 
jurisdiction over the establishment. 





Tue Phythian Naval Promotion Board will 
reconvene at Annapolis July 15: to finish up its 
work. The report will be a long one, covering in 
detail the present deplorable condition of the naval 
personnel, and arguing from numerous standpoints 
the importance of early and radical improvement ; 
several different plans will be suggested for afford- 
ing the relief so much desired, it being left to the 
Secretary to determine which one will be the mos ¢ 


likely to receive Congressional approval. 








THe Army is well pleased with the new regula- 
tion which abolishes the Sunday morning inspection 
entirely. Oa this subject a correspondent writes: 
‘“‘Tsn’t our small Aruty already overdone with in- 
spections ?” but whether he refers to the usual gar- 
rison inspections or to general inspections ordered 
by authority superior to post commanders we can 
not state. Possibly the latter.

RUBBER-HEELED SHOES FOR MARCHING, 


THE attempt made by the French military au- 
thorities in 1888 to obtain a thoroughly reliabie boot 
for the French Army appears to bave tailed, fora 
fresh endeavor is now being made by the War Office 
to interest the trade 10 producing a good Army 
boot. Hitherto all the models suggested have aimed 
at suppressing the causes which led to excessive 
cbhefing, and no inventor, with the exception of 
Surgeor-Mrjor Colin, bas thought of diminishing 
the fatigue oc: asioned by prolonged marching. Dr. 
Colir, however, in the April number of the Archives 
de Médecine et de Pharmacie Militaire, considers 
that the principal reason for this fatigue is due to 
the shock communicated to the body throuzh the 
beel. On an average day’s march the heel comes in 
contact with the ground over 40,000 times, and this, 
besides causing blisters to the heel which are very 
troublesome, sets up a trepidation through the 
whole frame which reacts on the brain and forms 2 
serious factor in that complex condition of the body 
knowu as fatigue. 4s stated in the United Service 
Gaeette of May 30, Dr. Colin proposes to deaden the 
shock by means of an india-rubber heel, which 
would serve two ends—l. It would prevent, when 
marching, excessive concussior, and, 2, the com- 
pression of the rubber under the weight of the body 
would store up the force which is entirely lost when 
the ordipary solid heel strikes the ground, and 
would thus facili‘ate progression when the heel 
quits the ground. It is now stated that the results 
obtained from experimental marches over 50 kilo- 
metres (31 miles) have amply justified the correct- 
ness of Dr. Colin’s views, and that the marches were 





carried out wit reat ease§and comfor’.—JU:

This weigbt might probably be reduced aftera 
little experience as to its strength and behavior. Tbe 
projectile weighs 630 lb., aud the tiring charge 80 Ib., 
brown cocoa powder veing used. At Havre 87% Ib. 
of French brown cocoa powder was fired. [he 
velocity was 1,214 ft. Twenty-six rounds were fired 
at Various apgies, from 3 deg. depression to 75 deg. 
elevation. The maximum recoil was limitea to 30 
in. The range at 45 deg. was over 10,000 m.—10,936 
yards, or neatly 644 miles. The carriage is cou- 
structed so as to epavie the gun to recoil in the line 
of tire at allanglies. The brake-cylinders are conu- 
pected with a recupera‘or-cylinder which is loaded 
with compressed air at a pressure of 900 lb. per sq. 
Inch; this serves to bring the gun back to the firing 
positiuv. The whole of the brake and recuperator 
system is part of the cradle, carrying the gun and 
slides upon the chords of the arc-sbaped slides—as 
shown. The mounting is on a central pivot with all 
rouod training. Training can be performed by one 
map, but if speed is required, it 1s better to employ 
two men. The crane seen on the carriage is used for 
hoisting projectiles from the ground to the platform 
and to the breech of the gun. Four men easily ram 
bome the projectile. The piece is brought to tus 
horizonta! position for loading, or still better to 
about one or two degrees of depression, when the 
weight of the projectile and charge enabie them to 
beruo nome very easily. At the trial in question, 
the gun was loaded at the recoil position, ur nearly 
at iull recoil. Tne piece can be run out ac the max- 
imum angie of eievation, or it can be run oat to save 
time whiie it is being elevated. Runving out oc- 
cupies only a few seconds, and the speed can ve re- 
gulated by the bye-pass bandle, which is on the side 
ot toe carriage seen in the figure. 

Seeing toat tiring seldom takes place at angles be- 
low 35 deg. or 40 deg., it is proposed in future 
mouutipgs to turn the howitzer on its trunnions 
from the horizontal or loading position to 35 deg. or 
40 deg., and after that to turn gun and slide together 
to the desirea angle of elevation, By this arrange- 
ment the picce may easily move from 0 to 75 deg. 
elevation in about 40 seconds, and the weight of the 
carriage may be reduced.

ENGLISH AND GERMAN STAFF SYSTEMS. 


As we follow the English rather than the Ger- 
mans io our staff system, what is said by the London 
Arny and Navy Gazette as to the merits of the two 
has equal application to this country. Contrasting 
them tbe Gazette says: 

“If the one is right the other must be fatally 
wrovg. The Germaus iDsist upon the vital import-

But what can be said io favor 
of our policy, which robs them of all proper regi- 
mental experience—reverses, in fact, the German 
system completely—and creates a distinct breach 
bet ween staff and regimental! duties ? Toe regiment 
in the German Army is regarded as the best pos- 
sible school for the training of practical soldiers, 
because war experience has proved it to be tbat. 
it bas been the custom with us to decry everything 
regimental. Until this policy is reversed it is hope- 
less to expect real efficiency. * * Regimental 
officers have no voice in the government of the 
army and ite affuire. The Germans have built their 
army on common-sense principles—the result of 
practical experience gained in face of formiaabie 
enemies. We,on the other hand, bave been satis- 
fied to adopt the views of advisers more or lese theo- 
retical, and we often express astonishment that in 
every direction our system fails. But is this really 
matter for surprise? Tae surprise is rather tuat 
our so-called ‘system’ works at all. All the 
merit in it is due undoubtedly to our regimental 
officers, who, to their great credit be it said, have 
not become thorougnly disheartened as they might 
bave been, but have lived on year after year in the 
hope that eventually commou sense wouid prevail, 
ana that our War Office, having tried everything elev, 
would be induced to adopt German ideus in regard 
to the relative position of staff and regimental offi- 
cers? When that happy time arrives an immeuse 
advance will be made in the direction of military 
efficiency in the British Army, forthen there will be 
a chance of true progress, in place of the chaos of 
the last decade, which hus only had the effeut of io- 
tensifying the evils which have rendered the expeo- 
sive administration of the once glorious Biitish 
Army a by-word throughout Europe.”

FROM BERING SEA. 
OUNALASKA, ALEUTIAN ISLanpDs, July 17, 1891. 


THE transport steamer AlI-ki, conveying the de- 
tachment of marines which embarked at Mare Is- 
land, Sunday, June 21, by telegraphic order from 
the Headquarters of the Marine Corps, for special 
duty in Bering Sea in connection with the fur seal 
fisheries, made a good run to Ounalaska, and arrived 
there July 2, abead of all of the war vessels. She 
found 10 port the revenue cutters Rush and Corwin, 
and was joined next day by the Thetis from Sand 


Point. 

H. M.S. Nymphe arrived from Victoria, B. C., on 
July 7, tbe Mohi.an on the 8th, and the Alert on 
the 9th. The latter vevsels left San Francisco June 
18, and were over 20 days making the voyage which 
is less than 2,100m. The Nymphe did not sail until 
niove days later. This discomforting incident of ac 
tual and important service suggests a want greater 
than that of battleships. Both ships started with 
all the extra coal they could carry on deck, and yet 
had to put in for more at the end of a week. 

H. M.S. Pheasant left Victoria, July 2, and ar- 
rived on July 12, naving been delayed by four days 
of heavy weatner. All of the snips, except the 
Al-ki, were cruising in the sea July 15, most of them 
about the Seal, or Pribyloff Islands. he latter was 
at ancber in the inner barbor of Ounalaska where 
she is used as a prison sbip. Her first consignment 
consisted of six hunters and 14 seamen taken from 
the schooner E. B. Marion, of Victoria, B. C., which 
was captured by the cutter Rush, July 6, for enter- 
ing Bering Sea after having been warned bv the 
Thetis, June 29, at Sand Point, to keep out. There 
being no blue jackets on the Al-ki, the marines 
have all been trained to boat duty, and 20 of them 
are also sigtalmen as well asartilierymen, infantry- 
men and prison guards. 

The Fourth of July was celebrated with the usual 
dressing of ships in port, a mid-day salute, and boat 
races, in whieh the Corwin beat the Thetis. The 
latter, however, is thus far the banner ship of the 
eight cruisers) sent bere, baving boarded -and 
warned more geal poachers than all of them com- 
bined. Up to ber last report tbe number was about 
30, or more than one-third of all the vessels known 
to be epgaged in the business. She reached her des- 
tivation in about half of the time required by the 
Mohican and Alert, and Pas since been very active. 
‘Lbe relief deck officer does duty as boarding officer 
and 1s required to deliver a copy of the President’s 
proclamation, also a letter of warning, and to note 
the fact and the number of seal skins found on 
board on tbe register or log of the vessel. 

lt is believed that a majority of the sealers are 
convinced that their game is up, but a few will per- 
sist in stealing 10 and capture will follow. his 
year there are five steam sealers in the fleet, some 
of them provided witht gill netaa mile long. These 
are laid out where the seals feed and they become 
entangled and drown. [n this manner 100 can be 
ym in a day, which, at present prices, mean 
$2,000. . 

Any sympathy which may have existed for these 
men is dispelied by the indisputable fact that they 
let nothing in the shape of a seal escape. A reliable 
witness suwin a boat belonging to the American 
schooner Henry Dennis ten dead cow seals and 
eight pups. ‘Lhe littie ones had been removed by 
the Cesarean operation. Their audacity has become 
so great of late that they have ectually landed to 

kill seals upon the Seal Islands, where there are four 
Special Treasury Agents stationed. 

No serious sickness or accidents have been heard 

of in the fleet. The sportsmen find nothing to shoot

DISCIPLINE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


You are correct in your comments on discipline. 
We have now and always have had too many regu- 
lations that attempt to control the minor and petty 
details of companies and posts. 

Tne War Department and Department command- 
ers well understood that these small matters ought 
to be entirely left to the judgment of post com- 
manders, and they never interfered with them 
until afew yearsago. Since then their custom has 
changed, and they now send a string of technical 
irregularities to every post commander and insist 
that these trivial matters, which used to be left to 
the decision of post commanders, be changed. 

In addition to this, orders are issued regulating 
all the pettiest minutiz of posts and companies. This 
takes ail power from the officers actually serving 
with troops, while they are still unjustly held re- 
sponsible for the result and for the efficiency of the 
troops, and brings them into contempt with their 
men. We have not the “‘Queen’s Regulations” to 
refer to, but we doubt if the words “ reveille,” *‘ re- 
treat,” “dress parade,” “tattoo” or “taps” are 
mentioned in them, but if they are the commanding 
officer is not restricted as to when or how he 
shall have those duties. In fact, everything is left 
to bis discretion, and properly so, as he is the 
ranking officer on the ground, and as he 1s responsi- 
bie for the result be sbould have the power and 
right to exercise bis own judgment. 

A field officer, or even a captain, who cannot de- 
cide these swall matters with reasonable discretion 
is not competent for the position of sergeant, and 
the sooner he is retired the better. But why de- 
grade all officers of the line and injure discipline 
because an occasional officer may be unfit for bis 
Position. od

A RELIABLE CAPSTAN.

Sire: [ have been using your steam capstans for 
snagging operations, and other purposes, for about 
six years. You ask me to express an opinion in re- 
gard to the merits of the capstans. | bave to say 
that to enter fully iuto the satisfaction [ have found 
in the use of these capstans, would be something 
impossible for me to do in this very busy season. 
They are simply perfect in action and reliability, 
and if some little pains is given to select the cap- 
stan specified in your catalogue as capable of doing 
certain weights of work, they become beyond ques- 
tion the most reliable steam capstans of which I 
have any knowledge. The readiness with which 
spare parts may be secured and keep on band, pe- 
culiarly adapt them to service upon the Southern 
and Western Rivers where the enagboats often 
bave to work in isclated localities. It is very. 
rarely that I bave found a piece of machinery that 
1 did not have occasion to find some fault witn, but 
if asked to point out a defect in the working of 
these capstans, it would be simply impossible to 
comply with the request. 

If firmly set and properly cared for, their action 
is all that can be desired, and if any failure is had 
with them anywhere, it will be found due to the 
lack of proper care in setting the capstan up, or in 
keeping it properly oiled and cared for. Your 
heavy capstans which you furnished me on aspevial 
order, bave been for the past month doing mag- 
nificent work. They are mounted upon a wooden 
hulled snagboat, that drew about 13 inches of 
water when it was first built, and have been doing 
as satisfactory work on the Arkansas River, as 
much heavier capstans of other patterns attached 
to steel hulled snagboats of three footdraft. It 
affords me much pleasure to say these things in re- 
gard to your capstaos, but in saying them [I feel 
that I have not done justice to them. [I shall be 
very glad to answer 1n detail any questions that you 
may choose to refer to me.

GOOD IDEAS ON ORDNANCE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of the 13th ult., you‘quoted from the 
Fortnightly’s article on the Moncrieff defence as 
follows: 

“There ought to be neither parapet nor slope, nor 
contour of any kind, to direct the enemy’s fire * * * 
the guns ought to emerge from the earth at the mo- 
ment of firing * * * * and oughct to disappear be- 
neath the surface when the bolt is shot. They ought 
not to be massed in batteries * * * * but ougnt to be 
dispersed singly or in couples, so as most effectually 
to cover the whole area, with power of concentra- 
tion on avy given spot. Each emplacement ought 
to be electrica'ly connected with a central station in 
a commanding position, from which the fire of all 
could be directed with scientific precision.” 

Perhaps few know, and fewer remember, that 
more than twenty years ago an infantry officer of 
the U. 8. Army published the first outline of a sys- 
tem* embracing every one of the above-named de- 
siderata, including the central elecrical control. And 
substantially on this system Gen. Brialmont—per- 
haps the most eminent of living military engineers— 
is now fortitying Belgium.

A public exhibition of the working of a Sime-

into the water shortly after 3 o’clock, and within 5 
seconds she was making 12 knots an hour. Three min- 
utes later this speed was increased to 13 knots, then 
to 14 knots, and as the boat came home 16 knots.

The Board on Magazine Small-Arms, of which 
Lt.-Col. Hall is president, adjourns Saturday, aftera 
session of three werks. A number of foreign guns, 
among them the official weapons of German, Bel- 
gium, Portgual and Austria, bave been carefully 
and extensively tested, while trisls of others have 
been deferred until the necessary ammunition can 
be prepared.

To- 
wards the end of 1870 Gen. de Rivieres, anticipating 
an early attack | the Germans op Lyons, prepared 
a large number of band grenades filled with a high- 
ly explosive substance, of which the principal ingre- 

jent,on the suggestion of a local chemist, was 
picric acid ; tbe attack, however, not coming off, 
the grenades for the moment remained unutilized. 
Afew months later, when the further advance of 
De Cisse y's corps was stopped by the Communists, 
who bela ibe walle of the Issy Park, Gen. de Riviere 
sent to Lyons for these small bembs, which, when 
thrown over the walls by the sappers, speedily dis- 
lodged the insurgents, more, perbaps, on account of 
the terror occasioned by the unusual noise made by 
their explosion than by their actual pbysical effects. 
When the government troops entered Paris the 
grenades were again used in disindging the Commu- 
nists from the bouses; but here their effect, owing 
to the confined space in which they were used, was 
so deadly that the General gave orders for their im- 
mediate discontinuance, as being too cruel for use 
in a civil war.

The work 
ia well arranged and concise. Among the illustra- 
tions given is a general view of the academy, the 
faculty. sabre drill, the colors, section of light artil- 
lery, ete. ; 

Messrs. Worthington and Co. have added three 
more to their bapdsome ijbrary of illustrated 
novels: “Jennys Ordeal, by Leon de Tinseau, 
translated by Camden Curwen"’; “wemegy, by 
W. Heimbure, translated by Mrs. J. W. Davis,” 
and * Columbia, a story of the Discovery of Amer- 
ica, by John R. Musick.’”’ This last is a very in- 
teresting romance founded upon the circumstances 
of Columbus’s voyages of discovery. 

James J. Chapman, publisher, Washington, has is- 
sued & new edition of that standard pub'ication, 
waved. by authority — * Tidball s anual of 
Heavy Artillery . U.S. Army.” it bas been 
revised by its uccom piished author Lo acvommodate 
it to the importaut changes made in some of the gun 

ages since the publication of the second edition 
in 1882, the first appearing in 1880. The “ Tactical 
Boara” haviog adopted the essential features of the 
“ marching manceuvres” of this manva!, no change 
is required here, it is the artillerist vade mecum. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish the third volume of 
the * Memoirs of the Prince de Talleyrand: Edited 
with a preface und notes by the Duc de Broglie, of 
the French Academy, and translated by Mrs. Angus 
Hall; with portraits.”” The portraits seem to be in- 
exhbaustible, and, in addition to those already pub- 
lished, we have three more in this volume. It covers 
the period of the Congress of Vienra, the second 
restoration and the revolution of 1830. In the ap- 
pendix we have a number of letters relating to the 
events of 1830-31, taken from Talleyrand’s papers, 
but pot inciudeo in his Memoirs. he account ot 
tbe Congress of Vienna is principally contained in 
letters passing between Louis XVIII. and Talley- 
rand, a report to the King by Taiieyrand, and other 
documents. Most of the volume is occupied with 
similar matter. . 

In the last pumber of the “Journal of the Military 
Service Institution,” Gen. Tidball applies his large 
experience to the consideration of the subject of the 
artillery in the Rebellion; Maj. Chas. K. Winne, 
Medical Departwent, describes the evolution of hos- 
pitals; Capt. Zalinski considers the subject of range 
and position finding; Capt. Ebstein describes the 
episode of the contest in 1859 for the possession of 
San Juan Isiand in Puget’s Sound; Capt. Pope, com- 
mandant of the Military Prison, bas an article op 
military penology; and to the editorial departmen's 
contributions are made by Mrjs. Arnuia, OU. D. 
Haskine, Capt. Roemer, Lieuts. Richmond, Schenck, 
Busb and Frost. There is also a history of the 5tb 
Cavalry by Capt. Swift,an article on Summary 
Courts by Mr. Power of the New York Bar, and the 
article by Col. Lee, to which we elsewhere allude. 

“ The Leaf Collector's Hand-book and Herbarium; 
An aid in the preservation and ip the classification 
ofspecimen leaves of the trees of Northvastero 
America. By Charles S. Newhall, author of ‘The 
Trees of Northeastern America.’ Illustrated. G. 
P. Putnam’s Sons, New Yorkand London.” This 1 
a handsome octavo volume of 216 pages, every other 
one containing an outline drawing of one or more of 
the leaves uf our indigenous trees, with the common 
and botanical names appended. Un the blank page 
opposite these drawingsit is proposed to place speci- 
men leavesof the tree itseif,and there are aito- 
gether 116 trees thus illustrated. A page of direc- 
tions accompanies the volume, a list of genera, a 
botanical guide to classification, and ahindex. Itis 
bard to find anywhere else so much instruction with 
80 little reading. The work of collecting and dis- 
tributing, avcording to the directions of this vol- 
ume, would make the most ignerant collector an 
accomplished arborist. 

Capt. Charles King, U. S. A., has added to his 
series of Army stories * Captain Blake.” It is illus- 
trated by A. fF. Harmer, ana publisoed by J. B. Lip- 
pincott Company. Its hero bas already made 
his ap rance in a previous work, and we now 
bave him carried through a series of adventures that 

ut the test to his manly character, and finally land 

im in the safe haven of married life, after a tem- 
pest-tost and most unhappy experience in forbid- 
den waters. Capt. King’s stories show us the ro- 
mantic side of garrison life and, at the same time, 
familiarize us with the hundred everyday happen- 
ings among Army people. He is thorougbly at 
home with his subject, and his descriptions are faith- 
ful and graphic. But why will he insist upon the 
tiresome repetition of the pbrase “the —th Cav- 
alry”? Why not call it the 60h, 70th—or any 
pumber impossible to our Army? When Captain 
King is called upon to read his stories in public, 
as Cable is in the habit of doing, bow is he going 
to read this “blankth cavalry’’ without making 
its repetition so tiresome that it will come to be 
known as the * blankity blank cavalry.”’

C.mplainpt is mace that all tbe 
cowpapies are too smal! for interesting and profitable drill, 
apd it is suggested these companies should pot be allowed 
to excuse men trom d:ilis ordered by their superior officers. 
The companies generally excelled 10 company drills aud the 
manual. Tvo much time in proportion to what the soldier 
bas to learn seems to Le spent on these. Toe elusticity of 
the step io marching excels that of most regiments in the 
Army. The wheelings und dress are tuily €qual to the best 
-Hegular reriment, The skirmish and bettalion drilis wire 
not as good. For this tbe cflicers were mainly responsible. 
Mapy times uncertainty in giving commands were 0+ ticed. 
Coepteins would leave out part ot the commano or use words 
not in the tactics, but the men would, however, generaliy 
get there sme way. 

For the first two or three days guard duty was very 
crudely pertormed, but great improvements were made 
while ip camp. 

The rifles and equipments of most of the companies were 
in bad onoer, and it is urgeutly suggested tuat the proper 
officials take some immediate action to raise the standard in 
tbis respect. 

The discipline preserved in camp was rood. There was no 
drupkenvess or boisterous conduct. Tue company cisc:p- 
line could be immoved. Officers io many cases are unneces 
sarily lenient toward their men. The elective syatem for one 
yea: is beid responsible for this. The coloneis shoulda bolo 
the Captains more strictly accountable tor pvise in company 
streets alter tups and other brevches of discipline com- 
mi‘ted by their men. Tbheap was too much wezing about and 
talking in ranks, tailing out to get a drink and inattention 
generally. Regrct is expressed tbat the period of the en- 
cempmect should be so sbort. Toe regimental canteen was 
mace a feature of this year’s encampment and gave most 
savuefactory results. The officers and enlisteo wen ot the 
brigade were generally inte/ligent and entbusiastic aud, 
considering the many oifficulties to be overce me io the vol- 
unteer system, Capt. Garcener says the degree of excellence 
obiained 1s to be bigbly commended.

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place tbis year on July 14 before Gen. Sanssier, Mil- 
itary Governor of Paris. With magoificent weather 
the spectacle was a fine one. A specal form was 
adopted for the march past, At the head of each in- 
fantry division came tbe drums, fifes and bands of 
the four regiments, then each regiment, having its 
eight compavies—the regiments were of two battal- 
ions—in massed column, with the superior officers 
and the eight mounted captains in front. 


Two REGIMENTS, the 13'h Cuirassiers and the 13th 
Hussars, have been added to the French cavalry. 
Five more regiments are to be enrolled to bring the 
eavalry up to its fullstrength of 459 squadrons, 
composing 91 regiments, thus apportioned: 14 of 
Cuirassiers, 32 of Dragoons, 21 0f Mounted Rifles, 14 
of Husears, 6 of Chasseurs d’Afrique, and 4 of 
Spahis. This total is superior by 111 squadrons to 
that of the French cavulry at the outbreak of the 
war of 1870. Noregimevt of Hussars bearing the 
number 13 has existed previousiv, but under the 
First Empire there was a 138th Regt. of Cuirassiers, 
which d'stinguished itself in the Peninsula and took 
part in the battles of Leipzig and Waterloo. 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC Dewspaper dispatch from. Lon- 
don reports that the three weeks’ paval manceuvres 
just concluded in the North Sea “have shown the 
rapidity of the wobilizatiop of an English fleet in 
reality, and tbat the new and complicated instru- 
mente of sea warfare,like the battleships Sans Pareil 
and Nile, can be equipped, manned and sent toseain 
a few days, ready for action. They have also 
proved that the 110-ton guns used on the Sans Pareil 
can be worked rapidly and successfully, penetrating 
19 inches of iron armor and 15 inches of any com- 
pound armor sfloat at arange.of over 2,000 yards. 
Another discovery made bas modified the accepted 
ideas of the value of torpedo vessels. In no instanve 
did a torpedo vessel sueceed in an attack of an iron- 
clad. The system followed against the torpedo vea- 
sels converted the defence into an attack. Instesd 
of waiting for the torpedo veseels the war ships went 
for tbem. Out of twentytorpedo boats four were 
adjudged captured, while two protecting ships were 











destroyed and seventeen attacks were repulsed.”’ 
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A LEGAL struggle is gcing on, says a London dea- 
patch, between an American syndicate in London 
and the Driggs-Schreder Gun Company, repre- 
sented by Cramp the sbipbuilder. The syndicate 
purchased what tbey claim to be a complete owner- 
abip of patentsand rights. When the assignment was 
forwarded from America to London it was found to 
be a conditional assignment. Meanwhile the com- 
pany in America bad received large sums of money 
from the American Government. The London syn- 
dicate claims this money, and counter suits were 
brought this week. Anattempt was made to com- 
—T the matter, but it was found to be impossi- 

e, 

It is stated that the first Russian visitor on board 
the French men of-war at Cronstadt was a Russian 
soldier, who bad an extended swim in the Baltic off 
Cronstadt, to where the French scuadron was ap- 
proaching. Wheu be resiched the first vessel, which 
was just about to anchor, be clung to the side, 
shouting with all bis might che only French words 
he knew—“Vive la France!” Great were the re- 
joicings when the unclad enthusiast was hauled on 
board. He was treated to any number of cognaca, 
wrapped in a French paval cloak, and preparations 
were waite to convey him back to quartersin the 
ship, when suddenly he threw off the cloak, plunged 
into the sea, and, still shouting ‘“*Vive la France!” 
returaed home as he had come. 


THE 600 men of the Guards occupied nearly ten 
bours iv landing upon their return from Bermuda 
to England, where a warm welcome awaited them. 
Concerning their mutinous experience, the Army 
and Navy Gazette says: ‘The Guards are the model 
for the whole of the army. They have special priv- 
ileges, exemptions and duties. The name is signifi- 
cant of their functions. They are the Guardsof the 
Queep. Tothem is entrusted, in the last extreme, 
the safety of the Metropolis, the protection of Par- 
hamept, the gnardianship of the beart of the Em- 
pire. The discipline of the Guards should be as uo- 
sbakable and as perfect as their demeanor on par- 
ade and their appearance on a field day are admir- 
able. The very rareness of known or public breaches 
of discipline in the seven battalions of Guards ren- 


ders the unwelcome news of disorder in their ranks 
the more startling and alarming.”
